I was able to find out enough info to 
verify my find. However not enough 
information was uncovered to develop 

new leads, or possibly locate additional 
Utah Mine tokens. This article is the 
result of my search. I did not research 
to write the article. 





UTAH MINE 


Nestled in the mountains south of 
Scofiels, is the little known coal 
mining town of Utah Mine. Information 
concerning Utah Mine is very skimpy, 

in fact, it is not mentinone in either 
Stephen Carr's 'Historical Guide to 
Utah Ghost Towns', or George Thompson's 
“Some Dreams Die". 


Dai inousn known offficially as Utah Mine, 
due to it's proximity to Mud Creek, most 
residents simply referred to the towm as 
Mud Creek. 


back into obsurity much the same way as it 
had come into being, quietly. 


If you are thinking of making a trip 
down to this area, be advised, the 
area is private property and inaccessible. 


RESEARCHING UTAH MINE 


When I first saw this token, I felt it 

was from Utah even though I had never 

heard of a town called Utah Mine. A 

quick look on pafe 79 of Campbell's 

"Tokens of Utah" showed that it did 

in fact exist. I next checked with 

both Carr's and Thompson's books, including 
the list at the back of Thompson's on 
changed names, but I found nothing. After 
placing a call to Harry Campbell, who could 
not shed any further light on this elusive 
town, but suggested that I contact Francis 
Cunningham in Helper. 


With the call to Mrs. Cunningham, I got my 
first break. She confirmed that Utah Mine 
was a small hamlet in Carbon County near 
Scofield. She did not know anything more 
that that it did ecist and where it was 
located. This was enough information to 
get me really enthused with the search. 


Utah Mine was both short lived and sparsely 

populated. It supported a Post Office for The following week I made a trip to 

10 years, 1910-1920, and while most gazetters the Salt Lake City Library to check 

list the population as 125, I think this the Gazetteers. Between the years of 1912 
figure is quite optimistic. An average of and 1923 there was a listing for Utah Mine, 
only 20 men worked the mines between 1914 but they said it was located in the eastern 
and 1927. section of Carbon County, not the western 
section where it was acually located. It did 
give the name of the manager of the Wasatch 
Store in Utah Mine. 


A typical company town, it was owned by the 
Utah Fuel Company, the same company which 
Owned th mines in Scofield, Winter Quarters, 
and Clear Creek. Also like these towns, 
Utah Mine supported the "company store", 
this one named the Wasatch Store. 


A quick trip to the genealovical library 
turned up an obituary for Fredrick Hirst, 

who died in 1954. It also listed his children 
but the ones that I contacted were not able to 
The Wasatch Store was managed by Fredrick shed any additional light on the puzzle 
Hirst. Born in Coalville, his father was 

a coal minner, and later a mercantile owner. 
It was only natural the Fredrick would 
follow in his fathers footsteps. 


Three more pieces of information came to me.
